NEW YORK, Nov. 15.—Instances 
where railway switchmen worked 
fourteen and fifteen hours a day and 
fell asleep after eating lunch, caus- 
ing them to lose their jobs when 
they failed to return on time, were 
cited today by F. L. Eggieston, a 
switchman in the New York Central 
yards at Buffalo, N. Y., before the 
Board of Arbitration in the contro- 
ve between the Switehmen's Un- 
ion and thirteen rajlroads over de- 
mands of the men for an eight-hour 
day and higher pay. 

Eggieston’§ testified he averages 
twelve hours a day and that he does 
not see his little son awake for weeks 
at a time. Some jobs in the Buffalo 
, Yards, he asserted, average fourteén 
and fifteen hours. B. B. Duschane, 
a foreman employed in Detroit by 
the Michigan Central, testified that 
by working three hours a day over- 
time he is able to bring his earnings 
to a basis where he can support his 
family. He calculated that if he 
worked ten hours a day for 365 days 
a year he would receive as foreman 
$1287 for the-year. A helper, he 
said, would earn $1247. 

Duschane asserted that some of 
the crews in the yards work sixteen 
‘hours a day, ten hours  elapsing 
between lunch and the evening meal. 
The hearing will be continued to- 
morrow. 

CAR SHORTAGE.

LOUISVILLE (Ky.) Nov. 15.—

shortage of freight cars in certain 
sections of the country is expected 
to result from the conference here 
Friday between a committee of five 
railroad presidents and Commis- 
sioner C. C. McChord.

have been elected to the Sixty-fifth 
Congress. Representative Doremus, 
chairman of the Democratic Na- 
tional Committee, still claims, how- 
ever, that Democrats will make 
gains on the final returns in six or 
seven of the close districts, which 
apparently have elected Republic- 
ans by small majorities. Speaker 
Clark and other Democratic leaders 
also confidently expect to cut down 
the Republican plurality. 

Representative Woods, chairman 
of the Republican committee, insist- 
ed tonight that the Republicans un- 
doubtedly would control the organi- 
gation of the House. A Speaker to 
be elected must receive a majority 
of the House, or 218 votes. Although 
the unofficial returns show the Re- 
publicans to be one short of a ma- 
jority, they are counting on the 
Progressive elected in Minnesota, 
the Progressive-Republican in Lou- 
isiana and the independent in Mas- 
sachusetts to vote with them for 
James R. Mann for Speaker. 

Prospects of a Republican gain 
were apparent in the Thirty-second 
Pennsylvania District, where the 
canvass of all Pittsburgh precincts 
today showed Representative Barch- 
feld leading Guy Campbell, his 
Democratic opponent, by twelve 
votes. On the unofficial returns 
Campbell led Barchfeld by nineteen 


votes. Country precincts still are to 
be canvassed.

To 
agree to a conditional withdrawal, it 
is pointed out, would be to legalize 
the presence of the expedition i 
Mexico. 3 

The American commissioners, ac- 
cording to reliable reports here, re- 
gard Pershing’s force as all they 
have to bargain with, and they fear 
that if it is called home all hope of 
wringing a satisfactory agreement 
from Carranza will vanish. It is 
realized that from a military point 
of view the expedition has no value 
and that the men could be used to 
better advantage on the border, but 
for a club over Carranza, Secretary 
Lane and his associates regard 
Pershing’s presence in Mexico as in- 
valuable. 

Senor Alfonzo M. Siller, for nearly 
a year first secretary of the Mexican 
Embassy, was recalled today by Gen.

Mr. Siller 
replaces the late Juan Amador, for- 
merly Carranza’s confidential agent 
in Washington.

WHITE CHINESE. 


Will Kill All Americans, His 
Threat at Parral. 


Main Force of Bandits may 
Join with Zapatistas. 


Scout for Gen. Pershing is 
Released at Juarez.

EL PASO (Tex.) Nov. 15.—Fran- 
cisco Villa referred to Americans 
as “white Chinese” at: Parral when 
he entered the town at the head of 
tas troops following its evacuation 
by Gen. Luis Herrera, a Mexican 
refugee from Parral, who came to 
the border last night disguised as 
a peon, declared. In a speech to the 
people of Parral, Villa said he in- 
tended to kill all Chinese and 
“white Chinese” (meaning Ameri- 
cans,) the refugee reported. Three 
Chinese were said to have been 
killed there by Villa bandits. Villa 
also announced his intention to go 
to Chihuahua city and capture it 
the troops, the 
refugee said. 

Villa and his main force are g0- 
ing south to form a junetion with 
the Zapata forces in the State of 
Morelos, he announced at Santa 
Rosalia, refugees who arrived here 
late last night from the south re- 
ported to government agents. Villa, 
at Santa Rosalia, declared he would 
leave a sufficiently large force in 
the north to harass the Carranza 
troops, according to the same 
source, | 8 

BANDIT ACTIVITIES. 

Refugees arriving last night re- 
ported bandit activities in the vicin- 
ity of Ortiz and Bachimba, south 
of Chihuahua city, where the rall- 
road and telegraph lines were cut 
yesterday, they said, The refugees 
also reported the looting of a large 
.German-owned factory in Santa 
Rosalia by the Villa bandits when 
that town was captured by Villa. 

American and other 
mining men of Parral are fe and 
are making their way toward the 
West Coast of Mexico, according to 
a Mexican refugee. 

The Americans and other foreign- 
ers left Parral two days before Gen. 
Herrera evacuated the town, the 
refugee, who is considered reliable, 
stated. The Americans announced 
before they left that the party of 
foreigners, which was in charge of 
Leslie Webb, an employee of the Al- 
varado Mining and Milling Com- 
pany, was going to the port of 
Cullacan on the West Coast of Mex- 
ico, but the refugee doubts if this 
was their real destination.

HERRERA TAKES SUPPLIES, 


When Gen. Herrera evacuated the 
town he took wi him a large 
quantity of supplies belonging to his 
brother, Incarnacion Herrera, who 
is a merchant In Parral, which later 
were abandoned at Santa Bar 
near Parral, and captured by the 
‘Villa troops, according to the refu- 
gees’ statement. Three trains arriv- 
ing in Parral from Jimenez with 
1000 troops, and another force ar- 
rived on horseback from the direc- 
tion of Pilar de Concho, he said. 
Villa was in persona] command of 
the troops, the refugee declared, 
and added that he saw the bandit 
leader riding through the principal 
plaza on horseback with Jose Ynez 
Salazar, his second in command. 
Villa, he said, made a speech in the 
plaza, and announced that his chief 
desire was to fight the American 
forces. — 

BRAHAN RELEASED. 

After being in the Juarez {jail 

since November 7, during which 
time tre expected to be shot as a 
Villa spy, Benjamin Brahan was re- 
leased at the military headquarters 
there late today and came to the 
American side of the river, 
. Brahan said he knew of no rea- 
son why he was arrested other 
than the fact that he was a scout 
for Gen. Pershing in Mexico. 

“I went to Juarez to see a friend 
before returning to join the punitive 
expedition,” Brahan said tonight 
after reaching his hotel here. “I 
saw a Carranza. commander on the 
street in Juarez whom I had known 
at Casas Grandes when I was with 
Gen. Pershing. 

“I was immediately placed under 
arrest, taken to the jail and locked 
in the ‘incommunicado’ cell.“ Bra- 
han said. “I was not told officially 
that I was to be shot, but I was 
given to understand I would be ex- 
ecuted. After Andres Garcia took 
an interest in my case I was treated 
much better,” he concluded. :

Family Wrecked by Tragedy 
Enacted in Pasadena. 


As a result of the troubles of 
Howard and Avalon Cramiley, the 
Cramley family has been wrecked 
ami brought to the verge of deepest 
poverty and distress, according to 
Special Officer Contreras, who re- 
turned yesterday from Chino and 
Pasadena, after two days of investi- 
gation into the authenticity of affi- 
davits and statements regarding the 
confession of the older brother to 
the murder of Joseph W. Fear, a 
crime for which the younger broth- 
er has served three years of a ten- 
year sentence in San Quentin after 
conviction for manslaughter. 

The little fortune of the Cramley 
family has been swept away, father

and Mrs. Frank H. Cramley’s black 
hair has changed to gray while she 
tolls over a wash tub to support her- 
self and a younger child. “After the 
conviction of Avalon his father and 
1 quarreled bitterly over it. until he 
finally went away,” she said. 

She said she refused to sign the 
letter of her husband asking for 
the pardon of Avalon and telling of 
Howard's confession of guilt. Mr. 
Cramley was located yesterday at 
Blythe, where he has been working, 
on a ranch. 

“If Howard made the confession, 
as they say he did, I only hope that 
it is true for Avalon's sake.“ she 
said while in tears. “I know that if 
he were released he would be a 
great assistance, help and comfort 
to me and his sisters.” 

When asked why she refused to 
sign the petition she declared that 
she knew nothing of what Howard 
might have said or done, and she 
could not conscientiously place her 
signature to such an affidavit.

Because California some years ago ex- 


ercised the same prerogative which has 
been from the formation of our government 
possessed and exercised by every State in 
the Union—that of prescribing the condi- 
tions under which she would permit aliens 
to hold real estate within her confines— 
therefore the Chicago Tribune of November 
12 goes into a state of mind about it and 
charges California with offending and in- 
sulting the Japanese and paying no atten- 
tion to the treaty obligations of the Unired 
States. The Tribune is more witty than 
just. We suppose it should not be taken 
too seriously. 

But there is not, and never was, any 
treaty obligation of the United States con- 
ferring upon Japanese or any other aliens 
the right to acquire and hold land in the 
United States. That is a question which 
each State has a right to determine, and 
always has determined, for itself. In many 
States resident aliens are placed on the 
same footing as natural-born citizens as to 
the right to acquire, hold and transmit 
property, both real and personal. In other 
States these privileges are accorded with 
restrictions and in some cases denied al- 
together. In Kentucky, under the act of 
1800, aliens who had resided for two years 
tm the State might purchase land and hold 
it during the continuance of their residence. 
In 1894 an alien could not hold land until 
he had declared his intention to become 
a citizen of the United States. 

In the great State of New York, under 
the act of 1848, a resident allen was re 
quired to file a deposition declaring his in- 
tention to become a citizen before he could 
hold real estate the same as a citizen. 

In Alabama an alien who has purchased 


land cannot be divested of his title if he 


aliens from acquiring, holding or owning 
any landed Interest in tie District of Co- 
lumbia or tm the Territories except when 
such interest has been acquired by inher- 
itamce or in the bona fide collection of debts 
theretofore created, and except where the 
act is in conflict with existing treaties— 
and there are no such treaties. 

California, it will be seen, is not the only 
State in the Union that refuses to Japanese 
the privilege of becoming landholders with- 
in her borders, and California more than 
any other State needed to exclude Astatics 
from ownership of her acres, for California 
more than any other State was bound to 
a, her farmers from Asiatic competi- 

The Chicago Tribune says that “California 
pays no attention to the treaty obligations 
of the United States.” There are no treaty 
obligations guarantee'ng the privilege of 
land ownership to resident aliens in Cali- 
fornia without restriction as to citizenship 
or ability to acquire citizenship. 

The statement of the Tribune that Call- 
fornia “offends and insults the Japanese” is 
utterly untrue. There are 67,661 Japanese 
on the mainiand, nearly all in California 
and adjacent States, and 71,531 in Hawaii, 
Alaska, Porto Rico and other outlying pos- 
sessions. They are industrious, peaceful 
and law-abiding. They follow their gainful 
pursuits in shops and stores and factories. 
They are perfectly protected in their homes 
and places of business unless they show 
themselves to be lawless. Nobody assafis 
them or robs them or insults them or in- 
terferes with them in any way, and nobody 
cares enough about them to hate them, as 
the Chicago Tribune charges. California is 
not “scared to death,” but she is, to some 
extent, apprehensive of the effect upon her 
future of a vast influx of the “brown men” 
from crowded Japan; but she has, however, 
“made no trouble” for the Federal govern- 
ment and is unwilling to make any. 

As for the threat of the Chicago Tribune 
that “California may have a Japanese Gov- 
ernor—for a while,” let not the State of II- 
linois get into a state of mind about it. 
California can take care of herself at any 
time, and the people of Los-Angeles will 
be picking oranges from the trees, and 
strawberries from the vines, and roses from 
the bushes, and bathing in the open ocean 
whep the “Eelanoy” natives who criticise 
are slipping and shivering on their fee-cov- 
ered streets.

Will It Pay the Inheritance Tax? 

{San Francisco Chronicle:] Henry 
Miller died, possessed only of the 
family residence and a few thousand 
dollars of cash. 

Three years ago he deeded all his 
property to his daughter and son- 
in-law, subject only to certain trusts 
to be executed after his death. 


The question arises whether this 
property, which Mr. Miller did not 
own at his death, is subject to in- 
heritance taxes, State and 22 
on the ground that the property 
alienated in expectation of death.” 

It is best to consider that ques- 
tion on its merits, as an abstract 
proposition, irrespective of this par- 
ticular fortune or the gain or loss to 
any public treasury. 

It may be said. however, that the 
Federal tax is iniquitous, per se, in 
that it improperly robs the State of 
resources of which it should have 
exclusive control, and may yet be 
found to have exclusive control, so 
far as the estate consists of land. 

As abstract propositions, there are 
two questions to be considered. 
First, whether the Federal govern- 
ment can seize land within a State 
as an inheritance tax, and second- 
ly, whether a person can legally 
ever give away his property. 
Property given “in contemplation 
of death” is understood to mean 
property given when one is attacked 
by illness so serious that death 
micht not improbably occur. Mr. 
Miller was, so far ag known, in ex- 
cellent health when he made his 
trust deed, lived for three years 
afterward, and probably, in reality, 
died of old age. 

But if one cannot legally divest 
himself of property three years be- 
fore death, can he do so ten years, 
or twenty years before that event? 
If he cannot give away all his prop- 
erty, can he donate any substantial 
part of it?

AS TO Mit XICO. 


{CONTRIBUTED TO THE TIMES.)

EVENTY years ago the people 
of the United States were 
aroused by tales of the weak- 
ness, cruelty and ineptitude of the 
Mexican government. Then, as now, 
that unhappy country was passing 
through a series of military despots, 


each of whom feathered his own 


nest so far as possible, and killed 
off his rivals. Then, as now, the 
Mexicans were accused of crossing 
the boundary and fighting United 
States troops. The Mexico of 1916 
is in a state of anarchy and arbi- 
trary military power hardly more 
frightful than in 1846. 

Nevertheless, all the conditions of 
today are different and call for a 
different way of approaching the 
question. In the interval Mexico 
has had a stable government which 
lasted from 1878 to 1910. However 
arbitrary and selfish Diaz may have 


been, he proved to the world that 


order wag possible in Mexico and 
that the natural resources af the 
country would give it wealth if it 
could only continue at peace. From 
a military point of view the land is 


now provided with railroads which_ 


are bound to quicken the movement 
of troops and in the long run give 
the invader a better opportunity to 
bring up his supplies and reinforce 


ments. Transport by sea has also 
been systematized, and the United, 


States has a powerful navy which 
may be depended upon in case of 
need to seal up the Mexican ports, 
both eastern and western. | 

The occasion for hostility is 
stronger now than in the first Mex- 
ican war. Then the United States 
could complain only of exasperating 
delays in settling claims and of emp- 
ty threats of war. Most historians 
agree that the final aggression came 
from the United States which occu- 
pied the disputed space between 
the Nueces and Rio Grande rivers. 
Now we are trying to stop the re- 
peated invasions of our territory by 
armed men who are neither re- 
strained nor punished by their de 
facto government. No civilized na- 
tion could endure a succession of 
such raids without taking the law 
into its own hands as has been done 
by the United States. ; 

Right here comes in the serious 
difficulty of keeping up an armed 
force within the boundaries of a 
country that protests, no matter 


| what the injuries of which we com- 


In that respect Mexico is in 
about the same situation as Greece, 
which sees foreign armies camped 
upon its soil and could only get rid 
of them by making or threatening 
war. The Mexicans are right in 
saying that to keep armed troops 
within their borders, contrary to 
their protests, is an act of war. The 
point is that they could get rid 
of that kind of war if they would 
guarantee order. 

A suggestion has been made that 
the difficulty could be settled by 
arbitration; and that it is the duty 
of the United States to offer to the 
world an example of the peaceful 
settlement of disputes between na- 
tions. The trouble is that the ques- 
tion of international law can be 
arbitrated, but not the character of 
the Mexican government and public 
men. Would Villa be a party to an 
arbitration? Would an _ arbitral 
tribunal consider the invasion by 
Pershing’s army as an act equally 
deserving censure with the -hold up 
of Columbus by Villa's men? When 
could an arbitration be completed? 


| Who will guarantee that Carranza 


will be in power when that time is 
reached, or that he or his successor 
will have the physical might to 
compel his countrymen to accept the 
arbitration? Arbitration between 
the United States and Mexico is like 
a suit at law between a bank and 
a gang of burglars. There is no 
government in Mexico which can 
keep internal peace, and surely 
none which can make or observe 
new international treaties and agree 
ments. 

If war should prove inevitable, 
when it comes it will change the 
whole state of things. Real war 
will not be a pursuit of Villa, or an 
attempt to bring Carranza to terms, 
but an organized effort to break 
down the military resistance of the 
Mexican people wherever found and 
however organized. War cannot be 
confined to the northern part of 
Mexico, but must spread wherever 
American ships and regiments can 
find a Mexican military combination. 
Such a war is a long hard, bloody 
task, for which the only excuse must 
be absolute necessity.

IGNS TO BANISH 
DESERT’S PERILS. 


So frequent have become reports 
of motor parties or individuals los- 
ing their way and suffering in the 
desert, that the directors of the Au- 
tomobile Club of Southern California 
vill arrange for placing sign posts 
In all important desert routes, ac- 
sording to a statement issued yester- 
lay by Secretary S. L. Mitchell. 

This is of importance not only to 
local automobile owners who find it 
necessary to cross the waste places, 
but to the thousands of visitors who 
are coming to California every year. 

At one time the automobile club 
did sign-post Death Valley and vi- 
cinity, but shortly after the signs 
were erected it was found that prac- 
tically every one of them had been 
chopped down, and used for fuel, by 
campers, hunters or prospectors. 
That this may not be repeated, the 
club will use metal signs and metal 


to | posts. 


These will be set in redwood 
blocks, which in turn will be buried 
so deep in the sand that they will 
not shift with the winds. Test 
signs,” such as this, have already 
been tried out in the deserts and it 
has been found that hunters are not 
filling them as full of lead as was 
the custom some years ago.

State regulations in regard to the 
weight of bread are being rigidly en- 
forced in every county and special 
instructions have been given to see

COUNCIL THREATENS REPEAD 


OF ORDINANCE. 


Complaints Made Say the State 
Sealer of Weights and Measures 
is not Enforcing Law Outside of 
Los Angeles and They Insist

Unless the State law in regard to
